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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A Request for Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 20 July 
2007 has been entered. 

2. Claims 4, 1 1 , 17 and 21-25 have been amended. Claims 1-3 have been 
cancelled. Claims 4-25 are currently pending in the present application. After an in- 
depth review by the examiner, the instant application is being restricted. Applicant's 
amendment necessitates an election/restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species 1 : Figure 1 is associated with Claims 4-10 
Species 2: Figure 5 is associated with Claims 1 1 -25 

4. The species are independent or distinct because each of the various disclosed 
species details a mutual exclusive characteristic of: 
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Species 1: System structure comprising system memory, processors and 
computer-readable medium 

Species 2: Transmit to the assigned authenticating authority located from 
among the one or more authenticating authorities, the assigned authenticating authority 
having been located using the principal's individual identifier and domain identifiers in 
the principal's account ID 

5. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
